Over bumpy surfaces its stiff- 
ened-up suspension makes it 
bounce around quite badly, but on 
normal roads the ride is quite 
smooth for a pocket rocket. 

Overall, considering this type of 
of performance, and an average 
38mpg, it's excellent but there were 
also a few things that annoyed me. 

On right-hand-drive models your 
left knee is constantly jammed into 
the bottom of the dash, and the seat 


belt holders are so

right back to reach them. Worst of 
all, though, the windscreen pillars 
are too wide and obstruct your 
view round bends. It's a fault with a 
lot of new cars these days. 

Even so, though, I really liked the 
Fiesta ST. 

It's fast, it’s fun, it’s well-made 
and it’s perfect for the youngsters 
it’s aimed at.

Rooney tore at anything 
he could get his hands on, 
the tape protecting a ring 
and the black armband all 
the England players were 
wearing out of respect to 
Emlyn Hughes, who died 
last week and whose funer- 
al was carried out only a 
few hours before kick off. 

The armband was the 
ultimate sin by Rooney, 
showing a lack of self- 
control and respect. 

Eriksson, of course, saw 
it differently: “I don't 
know whether it is the first 
time it has happened with 
England, but he was frus- 
trated. 

“I don’t believe he 
thought whether the arm- 
band was black or white, 
he just did what he did out 
of frustration. 


“This is the first time we 
have seen Wayne react this 
way with England. There 
have been flashes before, 
but nothing like this. It 
was his first time in a sta- 
dium like that and he is 
normally cool.” 

Eriksson’s decision to 
haul Rooney off before he 
was sent off or caused a 
riot was to his credit. 

He could have waited a 
few minutes until half-

worst game for England 
while Gary Neville was 
more concerned about his 
on-going war with Jose 
Reyes of Arsenal. 

Everything got to them 
and, when Greek referee 
Georges Kasnaferis gave a 
penalty, Beckham led the 
entire team in dissent 
against the decision. 

It was a shameful night 
in so many ways, not one 
to be proud of. 

“I was so disappointed, 
especially in first half,” 
added Eriksson. 

“I was surprised we 
lost our heads and our 
shape was too long. We 
were nervous and it was 
not football." 

Rooney must realise and 
learn quickly that he has 
so much to lose over the 
next decade.
